is the Opposit to a certain extent.” Upon being 
pressed for an expiana on, the gentieman con- 
tinued; There are two classes, if I may 80 des- 
wnate them, of steel manufacturers who 
vse the Siemans furaace. One  ciass 
pays a royalty on every ton of steel 
wmauufactuced, while the other purchases the 
puteut fer each furnace outriebt, Firms in tow 
eity bave paid for furnace rights all Abe way 
from $15,000 tu $80,000. The class of mauufact- 
urers Who are puying the ton royalty are vigor- 
ous in their opposivun to a continuance of the 
Siemans patent in this country, and so are a 
number of those who have purchased the pa- 
tent outright. Yet there are a tew who want 
the patent renewed, and are quietiy work- 
img to that effect, notwithstanding the 
fact that it is au injury to the steel 
manufacturing business, their reasons being 
thai they have paid thousanus of dollars to en- 
able them to use it, and they don't want every- 
body to come in on the grouud floor with them 
at no cust whatever.” Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, 
Secretary of the Iron & Steel Assuciation, said: 
“The patent has expired in Enagiand, and I 
don’t think Amencan munafacturers should pay 
u royalty after it hus ceased there, aad 1 don't 
see the justice in Cougreas compelling tnem to 
do 60.

It was generally expected 
that the Burlington would draw out of the Ool- 
orado Truhe Association by the time its new 
Denver line is completed, which will be 
in July or August next, but uo one had the least 
idea that it would withdraw at this time, and ite 
unexpected action caused general surprise and 
vonsternation. An energetic effort will no doubt 
be made next Tuesday to induce the Burlingtun 
to stay it the combinadon uotil 
ite Denver line ie ompieted. a its 
withdrawal now would greatly complicate 
and embarrass the affairs of the Southwestern 
Hailway Association, and also the Iowa trunk- 
lines pool. It is doubtfut, bowever, whether the 
Burliugton can be induced to take buck its no- 
tice of withdrawal. ‘The road has been dissatis- 
fied with the percentage of siness 
allotted to it al along, ite new 
line to Denver has nos  »progressei 
so far towards completion that it can afford to 
not more independentiy than heretofore.

DISTRICT vs. BOSS-MADE DELEGATES. 

A Democratic sheet of this city, which 
would have people understand that it repre- 
sents Arthur’s Administration, affects to be 
shocked at the thought, which nobody has 
expressed, that Mr. Chandler, who has been 
made Secretary of the Navy, may possibly 
have been appointed with the view of con- 
trolling the manner of electing delegates to 
the next National Republican Convention, 
and then it proceeds to argue at length in 
favor of violating the command of the last 
National Convention. It must be remem- 
bered that the Chicago Convention decided 
that the delegates should be elected by Con- 
gressional districts and not by State Con- 
ventions, and that all delegates should be 
free to vote as they please, and not be com- 
pelled to vote by delegations, each—State 
delegation to be controlled by a majority. 
The duty of making this rule an imperative 
regulation induced the convention of 
1880 to enjoln on the National Com- 
mittee this work. Mr. Chandler wasselected 
fur this purpose because in 1880 he had been 
conspicueus in breaking up and defeating 
the conspiracy by A which a minority, con- 
troilmg various packed delegations, had en- 
deavored to fuist upon the party a candidate 
not desired by the party. Mr. Chandler is 
now selected a Cabinet officer by those whose 
highest ambition Is to break down and defeat 
the district mode of appointing delegates 
and go back to the old plan of having dele- 
gates selected and appointed by bosses.’ 

It is now discovered by the third-term or- 
gan that if the delegates to the next Repub- 
lican convention be appointed by Con- 
gressional districts, there will de a terrible 
tiaie in the matter of contested seats. Here 
is the terrible picture portrayed by this or- 
gan of the system of putting the job of mak- 
ing delegations in the hands of the State 
bosses : | 

All these evils will be intensified tenfold by 
the adupuon of the n rule, 
and we greatly doubt if that rule, if anything 
can be called a rule which will let loose the very 
demons of misruie, will promote in the least iu 
the next convention the chances of the partic- 
ular candidate, Mr. Blaine, in whose sole inter- 
est it was devised and pressed upon the last con- 
vention; fur, as a rule, the nearer to a mob a 
con vention can be reduced the more fickle aad 
uncertain will be its action in every other respect 
except that of thruwing overboard the urst and 
foremost names that claim ite preference. If

even ten years will be too great a boun to the

Since the first Chinese bill was vetoed, it 
has been intimated that the obstructive rules 
in the House of Representatives would be 
used to prevent a modified measure from 
coming up for consideration at the present 
session. Wedo not believe that any combina- 
tion can be fotmed to carry out such a scheme. 
The Bepublicans in Congress already have 
reason to fear the effect of the Republican 
President’s veto of the first bill, and mest of 
them will be eareful not to antagonize pub- 
lic sentiment any further. The Democratsin 
Congress would undoubtedly like the oppor- 
tunity to go before the country in the Con- 
gressional elections next fall and blame upon 
the Republican party the defeat of Chinese 
restriction. But they could not do this ef- 
fectively if, in the meantime, they should be- 
come active in blocking the way to the pas- 
sage of a new bill. As the case stands, Mr. 
Arthur’s veto throws the odium of the bill's 
failure to become a law upon the Republican 
party, but that would not be the case if the 
Democrats should now make themselves re- 
sponsible for preventing the consideration of 
a n bill. Besides, a moditied measure 
wo find increased support in Congress. 
A and influential men like Sen- 
ator Edmunds, who indorse the principle 
of the bill, but objected to the extended sus- 
pension originally provided, would give a 
modified measure the benefit of their in- 
dorsement. This would result probably in 
such an increase of the vote in favor of a 
new bill restricting Chinese immigration that 
the President would not dare to interpose a 
second veto, or that, in case he should do so, 
the bill could be passed over his veto with- 
out any difficulty. If the Pacific Coast dele- 
gation in Congress go to work at this matter 
earnestly and reach an early and discreet de- 
cision, there is a fair hope that a law may be 
passed at the present session to protect the 
country from the growing evils of Chinese 
immigration.

The current weekly number of the Rail- 
road Gazette publishes two diagrams show- 
ing respectively the east-bound freights and 
west-bound freights by the trunk railrvads 
during the year 1880.

of the State for the yeer ending June 8, 1880, 
Mr. Collins showed that out of 186 murders for 
that year only sixty-four of the accused had 
been punished at the end of the year for their 
crimes. The rest were either found not guilty, 
their cases dismissed op bail, the indicimenis 
nolle prussed, or they were not arrested. All 
this showed that a great many crimes were 
yearly committed in the State, and that 
the. measure of punishment was very 
small. Iu conclusion, the speaker made an elo- 
quent appeal for a revision of the present laws, 
in order that the ends of justice mignt be se- 
cured and crime be properly punished, instead 
of stalki abroad over the land and defying 
justice her servants. 
A NEW PHASE. 

Mr. Sexton, of Cook, offered a resolution re- 
ferring the whole subject matter to the Judici- 
ary Committee, with instructions to report spe- 
cifleally on the advisability or otherwise of ap- 
— a commission to revise the criminal 
code. 

Judge Crook, of Sangamon, made a strong 
speech in favor of the minority yee arguing 
at some iength in favor of revision, showing 
that juries in Eugland were not judges of the 
law in criminal cases..

APPORTION MENT. 
ANOTHER DAY WASTED. 
Snectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 12.—Another day has 
been wasted. The high joint Republican caucus 
met this afternoon, and again the Apportion- 
ment Committee were not ready. After giving 
them an hour to put matters in shape the cau- 
cus got disgusted and adjourned, to meet agaia 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. The explana- 
tion ot this turther delay on the part of the 
committees, each of which swore last night it 
wus ready to report its scheme and could hardly 
wait til to-day to do i, was not 
dificult to arrive at.

THE CONGKESSIONAL BILL 
was changed in one respect, and an effort made 
to change it in still another. The first change re- 
lated to Cook County, and was easily made by the 
delegation itself, and did uot concern or bother 
auybody else. That part of the Fourteenth 
Ward included yesterday in the Fourth Con- 
gressional District was cut off and left where it 
, Properly belonged, in the Third District. This 
was done at the urgent request of North-Siders 
—Senator Adams and Hepresentatives Thomas 
and Plotke— who insisted the Fourth District 
bad no use for the territory in question, and that 
to tack it on would be a disudvantage rather 
than aid. With that exception the Cook County 
pd oogressional schem ains unchanged. The 
Republicans of the joint Congressional Com- 
mittee, when they met at noon today, were 
earnestly urged by Senator Moffatt to reopen 
THE MOULTRIE COUNTY QUESTION. 
lt will be remembered that the committce de- 
cided yesterday that Mouwitrie showld be de- 
tached from the McLean district and shoved 
down into the Shelby district. Though beaten 
then, the old man now insisted on trying it 
again. He had no new arguments to make, but 
simply begged the committee to undo its work 
of yesterday and give all hands a chance to 
fight it out in the caucus. The question was 
thus ripped. open afresh, and the floodgates of 
taik were hoisted and kept in that condition for 
feariy an hour.

SENATORIAL. 

The Republican Senatorial Apportionment 
Caucus Committee was in session ail the after- 
noon, and was finally delivered of a Senatorial 
apportionment bill, though not in time for the 
high joint caucus. The Cook County Senatorial 
districting scheme was agreed on by the deicgu- 
tion yesterday, and, as pubi in today’s 
TRIBUNE, was reported to the commitice by 
Representative Parish. Thereupon Senator 
DeLaug made a vigorous but ineffectual effort to 
have the scheme modified so as to give him some 
sort of a sbuw of beiag returned to the Senate.

Reforming the Primartes, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CH1CaGo, April 10.—That the caucus or prima- 
ry meeting in our city is not what it should be 
all will admit, and yet it seems necessary that 
parties should in some way indicate who their 
members should vote for, and this can be done 
ouly by some form of a caucus. It seems to me 
a method can be devised by which at least some 
of the evile of the present system, if not all, 
can be done away with. And the time to pre- 
pare and decide to adopt such change is just 
afteran election, while the evil of the present 
system is fresh in the minds of voters, and when 
the change cannot be construed to be in favor 
of any persona, but only in favor of honest, calm, 
and intelligent selection of future candidates. 
With a view to starting an inquiry into the 
matter as to whether any change is needed., and 
what, I will sugwest what it strikes me would be 
an improvement on the caucus system as now 
conducted, hoping it may lead older and more 
experienced men to bring forward something 
better. I would suggest that previous to the 
caucus, as a rule, supposed available candidates 
be brought to the notice of the publie eartier 
than is now common, sO that voters have 
ample time to satisfy themselves as to 
their fitness; then I wouid have the voting time 
extended over three days, giving time for every 
member of the party to vote, vither of his own 
accord or through the 9 of bis more 
patriotic friends. In vot would have every 
man put his vote in a sealed envelope, on the 
outside of the envelope the voter to write his 
own name and address, and before depositing it 
in the ballot- box the clerk to copy the name on 
a posted list subject to the inspection of ail par- 
ties for challenge, the judges uf the election to 
be sworn in to perform their duties honestly, and 
not to divulge the names of any of the candi- 
dates voted for by particular individuals, except 
so tur as might be necessary on a con case. 
In canvassing the votes judges first to go 
through with the sealed envelopes and decide 
what names if any are those of persons not eu- 
titied to vote, and after these have been thrown 
outand the names crossed off the posted list 
(thus giving a notice so any voter can sev if bis 
vote is unjustly refused) they are then to open 
and count the votes, ample time harm been 
given to all to see that only those have voted 
are entitied to, aud that their votes are 
counted. Other details would of course suggest 
themselves as necessary to be added to above.

CHICAGO PRESBYTERY. 


Third Day’s Proceedings—The Veto of 
the Chinese Restriction Bill Indorsed 
— the “KRump”—Anm Interesting De- 

te. 

At the continuation of the sessions of the Chi- 
cago Presbytery yesterday morning there was 
buta smali attendance. The session was dé- 
voted to the consideration of the candidates for 
licensure. The examinations were approved in 
the cases ot W. R. Scott, Garrett Snyder, Albert 
H. Trick, W. O. Lattimore, E. Smits, and E. E. 
Bell. 

The Presbytery made a special minute to the 
fact that the examinations were unsatisfactory 
and much below the average. 

Messrs. Smits, Lattimore, Scott, Bell, and Sny- 
der were duly licensed. to preach according to 
the prescribed formula. 

The Rev. E. C. Oggel presented the report of 

Jom mittee on Sunday-Schools, giving a de- 

report of the work dove in the various 

is, and recommending that the last Sunday 

each quarter be devoted to the general sub- 

tof misSions. The report and recommenda- 
tion were adopted. 

The Rev. J. H. Trowbridge presented the fol-

the work of our own and other missionaries in 
evangelizing the hundreds of millions of Chi- 
nese; and 

Resolved, That the above resolutions be signed 
by the Moderator and Stated Cierk of the Pres- 
bytery and forwarded to the President of the 
U nited States. 

The Rev. J. H. Walker moved to defer action, 
as he was not ready to vote. and did not believe 
it proper for such s small number as were pres- 
ent to take action in the name ot the whole 
Presbytery. It was a matter which should be 
discussed at length, and when a full attendance 
could be secured it would undoubtedly be 
se thata great diversity of sentiment ex- 
iste 

Mr. J. B. Worrall wanted to be heard. The 
country delegates could not attend the frequent 
meetings of the Presbytery, and he for one 
wanted to vote on the matter. 

Elder W. H. Weils wished the matter deferred 
unless a full debate could be secured, in which 
case he wanted to talk. 

The motion to defer action was lost and the 
Presbytery adjourned topartake of a bounteous

While the view of the resolutions 
might meet the opinions ot some they would 
certainly not be pieasing to a great many in the 
Church. He believed the Presbytery was not 
called u to take up the subject when such 
a small nOmber were preseut. 

Eider W. H. Wells announced that he was in 
hearty sympathy with the President's action in 
vetoing the bill, Fut he believed it was not the 
part of the Presbytery to interfere and com- 
mend the President. It was not proper 
for a Presbytery to take in band a 
question which was not purely a question 
of morals, but one of pulitical principle. So far 
asthe moral bearing of tbe question went he 
had beard men from California tell of the awful 
currupting inotiuences of Chinese, which 
would present a totally different side to the mor- 
al side of the matter. He had been told how 
people had to move to other parts of the city to 
rid themselves of the corrupting’ influences of 
the debased heathen. The Preshytery did not 
put itself on record on other and more impor- 
tant questiuns of morals. and until that was done 
he should oppose the resolu ons,

TERRORS OF THE SIERRAS. 


Fearful Avalanches of Snow, Attended 
by Loss of Life—Ourious Features of 
the Slides. 

The Bodie Cal.) Free Press of March 21 con- 
tains a graphic description—nearly three col- 
umus in length—of the terrific avaianches that 
fell near the town of Lundy, Homer mining dis- 
trict, during the late season of storms. Scores 
of avalanches fell there within a space of three 
days. Forty-five men, two women, and three 
little iris were buried by the slides. Four men 
were killed and many wounded. The snow in 
the cafions wasfrom five to seven feet deep, 
and on the mountains from nine to twelve. The 
first avalanche, though it was by no means the 
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loose, dry snow dropped about ect. . 
it struck upon a bench of the mountain, bound- 
ed dut upon the air. compressed nn 
sailed over the tops of the taltest pines, ; 
came down, vertically, 1.500 teet from its last 
point of contact with the earth. This demolished 
the residences of and buried Mr. and Mrs. 
Winters, on the north side of Chicano avenue, 
Mr. and Mrs. Mayes and their three Jittie girls, 
and a man named Antone Stiver, and four 
Frenchmen on the south side of the avenue. The 
last-oamed party consisted of Joseph Caron, 
Geo Chagnon, August Dorvan, and August 
Duval. Caron and one of the Mayes girls each 
saw the great mass of snow descending. Caron 
called to his companions that u snuw-cloud bad 
burst above them, and the little girl rusbed into 
the bouse and told hef mother a cloud was fail- 
ing. Stove-pipes and chimneys were filled, with. 
out being broken, showipg that the bard, packed 
snew gescended vertically.” 

The second avalanche was no small affair, and 
was even more terrifying than the first. It 
started from a cliff overhanging the business 
centre of the town, where no snow-slide has 
ever been known to occur. Three-fourths of 
the population were in the streets in the course 
of the avalanche when it started, and they 
could not flee, as the snow was five feet deep 
and soft. Fortunately the slide struck up- 
on a broad ana elongated rock mound 
or bench projecting from the mountain 
near its base and burst into a cloud of spray, or 
rather the compact snow was disintegrated and 
sent whirling with the velocity of fine shot from 
a gun, the rush of air created by the avalanche 
being sufficient to lift men from their feet and 
knock them several steps, and to arive the fine 
snow into planks of the buiiding on the opposit 
side of the street. . 

Au avalanche that shot down Mount Discov- 
ery, on the west side 6f Lake Cafion, at II e' clock 
Wednesday night, buried many persons, swept 
away cabius and mining work, and covered tne 
bodies of some of its victims to a depth of 1 
tive feet. This slide was one-fourth of a mile 
in widtb, bad run entirely across the cafion and 
— feet up the steep mountain ou the other 
side.” 

Many other avalancbes occurred on Wednes- 
day night and Thursday,some of them buge 
ones, that did great damage. Friday morni 
opened with a clear sky anda stiff, cold win 
from the west. Just as the sun was pouring its 
welcome light into the cafion and the sleepless 
inhabitants had assembled on the sidewalk to 
bid it welcome, three huge avalanches, running 
parailet and simultaneously, went thundering 
down the northern slope of, Mount Gilcrest, 
striking the ice of Lake Lufidy and sheoting 
across balf amile to the other shore. The sun 
had not yet struck the surface of the lake. but us 
immense clouds of fine, dry snow from the ava- 
lanches filled the air the full width of the canon 
the sun poured through and turned the whole 
mass to edding golddust. Shortly afterward two 
other avalanches of huge proportions had a race 
into the cafion from tbe south side—one from 
Deer Cafion and the other from the side of the 
mountain just east of it. The tirst-pamed bad a 
run of two miles before reaching the open coun- 
try. On reaching the * moraine it spread 
out, like a pigeon's tail, to a width of nearly 
hal? a mite, aud rolled down ina huge wali of 
snow or 400 feet high. In a space of one 
hour and a balf no less than nine ponderous 
avalanches were witnessed from the town, some 
of them runnm clear across Lake Lundy and 
one crossing the creek below. 


THE LOST BARK TRINITY. 

Extracts from the Journal of Her First 
Officer While Cast Away—Hardships 
Suffered iu the Southern Indian Ocean 
— Death af Two Men trom Cold and 
Exposure. 


New York Herald, 

New Lonpown, Cona., April 2.—Following are 
extracts from the journal of First-Otmcer George 
Keeney, of the ill-fated sealing bark Trinity, 
covering the time from when sbe went asbore ou 
barren and frigid Hurd's Island. ip the Southern 
Indian Ocean, Oct. 17, 1880, to Sept. 24, 1881. They 
have just reached his wife in this city by mall. 
Mr. Keeney will probably arrive bere next week: 

HuRn’'s En Nov. 21, o. — On Oct. IT we 
lost our snip un this island. We were forved to 
run ber ou shore, witha heavy gale trom the 
northeast. The ship's anchor would not bold 
ber, and she was drugeing toward the land all 
the time. So we slipped from our anchors and 
ruu the ship on the beach. We saved provisions 
enough to last three wonths as we were using 


it ou board of the ship, but the taree 
months’ provisions must last us one 
year, if no vessel takes us off before 
that time. Every man, except myself, 
saved all of their clothes. 1 low all except 
what I had on at the time. 1 lost clothes, bed 
and bedding, all my tobacco, must of my 


canned goods, all my tools that were of any 
account, and allot my sealskin clothes. But. 
as tar as clothing goes, I cau mae out 
well enough. If we nud saved the ship 
we would bave made a broken voyage, for 
we have killed about every elephant that 
we have seeu, and have taken oniy about 20 
barreis of ot. We have four men at avother 
part of tie Isiand that know pothing about the 
joss of the ship. We ieft them ata place called 
Whisky Bay, with about % barrels and cusks 
to fill with bDiubber, while we weutto the other 
end of the isiand to get 200 or more. Instead 
we have only 200 barreis and no ship! Not even 
u bout. Man propuses and God disposes. If ve 
bad pienty of provisions | would not feel 
alarmed. Weare now living principaily upon 
the tiesh of the sea elephant. If we have to 
winter here God have wercy on us. 1 can live 
well enough on elephant flesh, but I am afraid 
there will be none for us next winter.

NOVEMBER 22.—. . We were off elephant- 
ing today and killed twenty-two in ail.

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TROUBLE IN THE CHURCH. 


Wrangling Among the Episcopalian 

Brethren of Harlem. 

re isa church fight at Harlem among the 
Episcopalian brethren, and tye courts are to be 
called upon to settie it, proceedings having been 
commenced in the Superior Court Saturday. The 
plaintiffs are the Wardens and Vestrymen of 
Christ Church, and the defendants Amos 8. 
Pack, George Sharpe, Albert W. Giles, Thomas 
S. Rattle, James H. Ervine, Robert S. Worthing- 
ton, John Carne Jr., George 8. Mayer, and Heu- 
derson Judd. 

The bill sets out that the church was organized 
in May, 1867, and a piace of worship erected at 
the corner of Lake and John streets at a cost of 
about $7,000, most of which was paid by the owner 
of the lot, but he, in 1868, in consideration of 
$2,000 (raised by mortgage), conveyed the prop- 
erty to the corporati for the uses of the 
parish, upon condition that the church should 
never be removed: that weekly services should 
be held therein; and that it should never be 
used for any other purpose. In October, 1879, 
Pack, Sharpe, Giles, Kattle, Carne, Worthington. 
Mayer, and Ervine, the Wardens and Vestry-

out authority or rigot, and convert them to 
the use of that wission. In March, 1880, Pack, 
Sbharpe,Gliies, Worthington, Ervine, Carne, Rattle, 
Mayer, and others, altbougt not eutitied to vote 
at Christ Church, heid a meeting and declared 
Pack and Sharpe elected Wardens, and Giles, 
Worthington, Ervine, Carne, Kater, and Mayer 


elected Vestrymen. The qualiiied voters 
put in their ballots for A. J. 
Steele and J. R. Albertson for Wardens 


and W. H. L. Schroeder, R. L. Luck, and David 
England for Vestrymeu,who were elected. Pack 
et al. dropped out in 1851, and the regular par- 
ishioners beld their election. The former, how- 
ever, still retain possession of the cburch's 
property, Henderson Judd having “ usurped the 
powers und trusts of a minister,” but neglected 
to pay the interest on the note and the principal. 
On the contrary he attempted to induce the bvuid- 
er to foreciose in order that they might get the 
title for the amount of the incumbrance,” where- 
fore aninjunction is asked restraining them 
from exercistng any of the ollices, trusts, etc., of 
Wardens, Vestrymen, or members of Christ 
Church, or voting at any meeting of the parish, 
etc., and that they be compelled to turn over the 
property. 

A temporary injunction was issued by Judge 
Jameson, and the case will come up for argu- 
ment next month.
